Columbus School For Girls’ Grads 
Say Assimilation Is No Solution 


(Editor's Note: The following 
story Was written by Ngina 
Chite}i and Sarai Brachman, 
students at Columbus School 
for Giris.) 

“lam a black person and that 
includes a historical connota- 
tion of which | am proud,” said 
Judge Denise Page Hood Fri- 
day in speaking in a panel dis- 
cussion on biack assimilation 
at Columbus School for Girls. 

Judge Hood graduated from 
the Columbus School for Girls 
in 1970, becoming the first 
black to graduate from ‘the 
school. 

The panel, composed of four 
graduates of CSG and a stu- 
dent moderator, ended a cele- 
bration of Black History Week 
at CSG. The other panelists 
were Paula Penn-Nabrit, class 
of 1972, Cheryl Penn, class of 
1976, Marisia Weddington, 
class of 1981; and moderator 
Shawnya Cardwell, a junior at 
CSG. 

The panelists agreed that 
assimilation, in the high school 
years as well as in later life, 
shuuld not be a goal of the 
black community. In fact, they 
saw it as detrimental to the 
black community's survivat: 

The four panelists urged 
blacks to resist the temptation 
to conform to the standards of 
the white community however 

great the pressure.

Penn, a graduate of Welles- 
ley College and a state 
employee, commented that the 
acceptance of differences 
should be the aim of all 
because reality is the fact that 
we are all different and “we 
should not ignore reality.” 

Penn-Nabrit, a graduate of 
Wellesley College and Ohio 
State University, added, “No 
race is superior. All groups 
have a lot to learn from each 
other.” 

The four black CSG gradu- 
ates described their experien- 
ces at CSG, a private school. 
CSG has 40 black students, 
mostly in the upper grades. In 
the last decade, CSG has 
ehcouradged minority students 
to apply to and enroll at CSG. 

Wedoington, a student at 
Wellesiey Toliege and cur- 
rently taking a year to s.udv at 
Ohio Dominican College, said 
that wnites teei threatened 
when blacks reject an oppor- 
tunity, as there is at CSG, to 
assimilate with whites. Beinga 
black. student. in. a primarily 
white -setting is not an easy 
task, she said. 

Hood said, “Black students 


have a burden - the burden of — 


their entire race. People 
around them need to be sensi- 
tive to that. | am not just a 
judge, I'm-a black woman 
judge.” 

Weddington stressed; “This 
program (the Black History 
Week) is not just for whites; itis 
for blacks, too.” She added that

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Phosphorus Bill 


Legislation that would limit 
the amount of phosphorous 
allowed in household déter- 
gents has been introduced by: 
state Rep. Mary O, Boyle (D- 
15, Cleveland Heights). “Ohio 
needs to do it part in cleaning 
up Lake Erie,” Boyle said. “We 
have been the only state that 
consistently shuns our 
responsibility to the U.S. treaty 
with Canada.” 


Boyle's bill, House Bill 193, 
would limit the phosphorous 
content to 2.2 percent by 
weight in detergents sold in the 
Lake Erie Basin. The Basin 
includes.35 Ohio counties, all 
of which empty-into Lake Erle. 


“Lake Erie is perhaps Ohio's 
greatest single natural 
resource,” Boyle pointed out. 
“By limiting the phosphorous 
level in the lake and slowing its 
aging we willbe helping Ohio's 
economic as well as environ- 
mental future.” 


Phosphorous compounds 
are responsible for lake dam- 
age because they overfeed 
algae. The algae, which have 
short lives, profusely repro- 
duce, then sink in the lake and 
“decay. 


The decaying process of the 
abundant algae diverts oxygen 
in the water that otherwise 
would sustain life and cleanse 
the water of biological 
pollution. 


~ “Ohio is under attack by 


eastern states for acid rain, and © 


by the Great Lakes states for 
polluting Lake Erie.” Boyle 
commented, ‘“H-is-an-ombar- 
rassment that our archaic 
environmental practices affect 
the international ‘community. 
We need passage of H.B. to 
raise the country's respect for 
Ohio.” 


House OK’s Liquor Law Change 


Now that Gov. Richard F. 
Celeste’s $300-million tax 
package has been neatly 
wrapped and passed on to the 
public, the Ohio Legislature 
has gotten down to the serious 
businss of considering bills 
less controversial in scope. 

The House, by a vote of 54- 
37, passed a bill designed to 
allow the Liquor Control 
Commission to impose a fine 
of $50 per day for first time vio- 
lations by tavern-owners, 
instead of a suspension of their 
permit. A repeat violation 
would be subject: to a $1000 
fine. 

But on the other hahd, sus- 
pensions still would be 
required if the offense consti- 
tuted a felony, failure to pay 
taxes or a threat to public 
health and safety. The legista- 
tion, H.B. 67, was approved 
without a heated debate. 


The sponsor, Rep. Joseph: 


Williams, D-Niles, said often 
the shutting down of a ‘busi- 
ness is too great a penalty 
when considered against the 


particular violation. He also 
pointed out that closing a bus- 
iness cuts off state taxes and 
puts numerous employees out 
of work during the suspension. 
The bill is now awaiting action 
in the Senate 

In other House action, the 
Judiciary Committee recom- 
mended passage of H.B. 133, 


which would crackdown on 
persons whaintentionally 
endanger others on highways. 
Rep. Otto Beatty Jr., D- 
Columbus, the sponsor, said 
the legislation would be a 
deterrent in the event of 
another strike like the recent 
one by independent truckers. 
Under provisions of the bill, 
the penalty for discharging a 
fire-arm over a highway would 
be increased from a fourth 
degree misdemeanor to a first-

degree misdemeanor, increas- 
ing the penalty from a maxi- 
mum of 30 days inf jail and a 
$250 fine to a possible. six- 
month jail term and a $1,000 
fine, Beatty said. 

Before recommending pas- 
sage of the measure, the com- 
mittee adopted an amendment, 
requested by Beatty, to expand 


the bill to include those who 
throw bottles, rails or other 
objects onto highways with the 
intention of wrecking vehicles 
or injuring someone. 

Beatty said various acts of 
violence during the recent 11- 
day truckers strike prompted . 
him to introduce the bill. He 
also said he expects-the mea- 
sure to reach the floor for a 
vote at an early date. 

When this column reported 
in the Feb. 10 issue that State 


Treasurer Mary Ellen Withrow 
was seeking a black with an 
accounting background to 
work in her office, there were 
many eyebrow-raising doubt- 
ing Thomases.

Melvin Reid, founder and , 


director of the celebrated 
“Lamplighters-singing- group, 
-has-always been interested in 
music. In fact, he was born to 
music 

“The family was known as a 
singing family before my birth 
My fathe. assigned the voice 
parts to my uncles, aunts, and 
the older children When the 
older children grew up and left, 
| played and sang duets with 
my sister.” ; 

Reid reminisced about the 
black quartets and soloists that 
were well-known during the 
30's and 40's in Columbus. 

His parents, Jesse and Hattie 
Reid were musicians and Holi- 
ness ministers. They grew up 
and sang together in the 
tobacco fields of Reidsville; 
North Carolina 

With musicasa baciersantd: 
Reid while a teen-ager 
arranged music for many other 
singers, including the Beatty 
Singers on WOSU. Then he 
organized the Paramount Sin- 
gers.on WHKC in 1938. He also 
organized the Harmony Boys 
and sang at the droptof any 
baton. He did all this while 
mastering tte trade of carpen- 
try. As Reid mastered the trade 
his music became an avocation 

Then came the Lamplighters 
Chorus! The name and musi 
became popular im -~ediately 
Because of the intense dedica- 
tion of the director. the chorus 
was known nationally as a 
group capable of rendering ‘a 
cappella’ or singing. with any 
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accompaniment. 

The Lamplighers shared

Bill Heard To Compensate Man 
Wrongly Imprisoned 4 Years 


Legislation designed to compensate a man wrongly 
sent to prison began moving through the Ohio General 
Assembly last week as the Civil and Commercial Law 
Committee held its initial hearing on the bill sponsored 
by Rep; Otto Beatty Jr. D-Columbus. 

The special legislation would enable William Ber- 
nard Jackson to seek monetary compensation before 
the Ohio Court of Claims as.a result of wrongful con- 
viction for rapes he did not commit, Beatty said. 

Jackson, who served nearly five years in prison for 
rapes that now have been charged to a Columbus 
internist also named Jackson (Dr-Edward F-Jackson 
Jr.) would be ale to receive whatever amount the 
Claims Corut deems appropriate under the legislation. 

Beatty, who is Chairman of the Civil and Commercial 
Law Committee, said future hearings on the bill have 
been deferred until after the trial of Dr. Jackson; sche- 
duled to begin March 23 before Common Pleas Judge
